SANITATION, 

Table XVII. shows the work dons by the 
Inspectors of Nuisanots during the year. 
Though ‘there is. a considerable increase in 
the number of persons fined, the amount of 
the fines collected is hardly one third that 
of last’ year. This is principally owing to 
the new Government Sravenging Contractor 
having performed his duties more satis- 
factorily than his predecessor ; last year his. 
fines were very heavy in consequence of the 
inefficient way the contract was earriod out. 
Little more need be said than has beon men- 
tioned “in previous ‘reports, which have 
pointed out the state of the drains, the, 
markets, the Chinese dwelling houses, &o. 
-It—is-to—be-hoped.something--may-be..done_ 
with the markets, espedially the Central and 
Western markets, which are a disgrace. to 
the Colony. It would also be a great boon
